therefore far from being a Folly to cultivate a 
Vein in Latin Poetry, fince it enjoys fo high a 
Privilege in refpect of all other Poetry, with 
this additional Advantage, that it is immediately 
underftood by the beft Judges of Poetry through- 
out Europe, which cannot be faid of Verfes writ- 
ten in dtalian, French, or Englijb: That it is 
poffible to fucceed extremely well in Latin 
Poetry, is evident from.the Works of Vida, 
Sannazavius, Fracaftorius, the Odes of Cafimir, 
and the humourous Pieces of Buchanan and 
Pitcairn. In our own Country, we have feen, 
within thefe few Years, three Volumes of Latin 
Mifcellanias, which have in them a Multitude 
of exceilent Poems, admired every where, and 
which will be admired always. That a Port 
ought to write in his own Language, is, generally 
fpeaking, true; but not without rxception. At 
the firft Revival of Poetry amongft us, /talian 
was the faveuriie Language with the Wits, and 
many Englijb Poets fucceeded in that Language : 
The immortal Afilton, befides giving Italian 
Titles to feveral Poems, actually wrote in that 
Language, and very happily. The Abbe Regnier 
Defmarais, one ot the Members of the French 
Academy, who died fo lately as the Year 1713, 
wrote a Sonnet in Jtalian, which he {ent to the 
French Refident at Florence, who prefented it to 
the famous Academy della Crufca, whom he 
amufed with a Story of its being tranfmitted to 
him by the peers og ia at the Vatican, with 
an Account, that having found a couple of Leaves 
in an old Edition of Petrarch ftuck together, he 
feparated them with much Difficulry, and found 
this Sonnet, hitherto unprinted. The Tale 
feemed ftrange ; but en confidering the Ode, 
and comparing it with the Stile and Sentiment 
of Petrarch, they agreed it was his; when the 
Truth came out, the Members of the Academy 
were highly pleafed, and immediately eleéted 
the Abbe Dejmarais a Member. The fame 
Gentleman wrote alio fo well in Spanih, both 
in Profe and Verfe, that his Works were well 
received even by the Caftilian Criticks. The 
great Defpifers of Latin Poely, are either fuch 
as have no Tafte for Verfe, or do not thoroughly 
underftand Latin: In a mixed Aflembly there 
will be always found fome of each Sort, and 
therefore Mr. Lyrick ought not to be difcouraged 
by the Cenfures of the angry Orator and his 
Difciples: A Latin Poet writes to the Wife and 
Learned ; if thefe approve, the Clamour’of the 
Leffler Wits ought not to give him Pain.

ETTERS from /ienca, faz, the Tarkith 

Garifon of Ufitza was conducted to Vice- 
arade, the Bafhaw of that Place was fo angry 
with the Aga who comanaaded it, that he cau ed 
the Heads of him, and I'wo ether Turkifh Of1- 
cers, to be cut off, tn Pre’ence of the Imperial 
Detachment which was employed to convoy the 
Garifon. Since this, the Turks have proceeded 
not only to block up and fummon Nia to fur- 
render ; but they nave alfo blocked up Cjitza; 
and as the Affairs of the Germans are in a very 
bad Situation, ‘ris not a lictle likely that they 
will be able ro reduce it ; and thus the Advan- 
rages gained by che Imperialiits in the former 
Part of the Campaign, will be fnatched fiom 
them at the latter End by’ the Infidels; and 
what by Sickneis, and what by bad Condu&, 
they will pay very high Interett for the Ap- 
pearance of Suceefs which attended their Arms 
at the Commencement of this War. 

The Count Seckendorff is arrived at Vi- 
enna with General Diemar in his Company, 
from the Army in Hungary ; which, ‘tis faid, 
will be commanded next Year by the Great 
Duke of Tuftany, and by the Vele-Marfha's 
de Konighge and Pali ; the latter of whom, 
“tis faid, will be fcon creaced a Knight of the 
Golden Fizece. 

An Officer in the Troops commanded by the 
Count de K/ewnbuller, who continues indi!pos’d 
at Orfova, has wrote a Letrer to a Friend of his 
at Vienna, wherein he exprefles him{clf as fol- 
lows : ‘ ‘Tis certain, in the Action near Timock 
© we had the Advantsge, Tuianks“to the Velr- 
* Marfhai and the Bravery of cur Troops, bet 
it was very hard fir us that we were obliged, 
tho’ the Conquerors, to raile the Blockade «f 
Widdin ; by which we lott, in a manner, all 
that we had got by the Campaign. If the 
Repref:ntations of the Vele Marfhal Kheven- 
huller had been hearken‘d to, as they ough‘, 
Things would have been in a very different 
State: For he coctinually reprefented the In- 
conveniencies that wouid attend the extraor- 
dinary Draught tliat was made from the Body 
under his Command, to reinforce the Grand 
Army. What he feared, nas, by Misfortune, 
proved too true. If we had had 3 or gooo Men 
more,we fhould have been in aCapacity to have 
improved the Advartace which we gained near 
the Timeck. We Should alto have been able 
to have hinder’d the Turks from blocking up 
Niffa, and perhaps in the Sequel to have driven 
them out of the Imperial] Wallachia. Bur in- 
ftead of all this, we have the fad Mortifica- 
tion to bring nothing of it to pals. 

Since the above Advices, the following ar- 
rived by the Jaft Mail : 

Prom Nimerow, that the Congrels is broke 
o> that the Turkifh Plenipotertiaries were 
alrendy gone, and that choie of the Emperor and 
the Czarina were to fet out in two Days 

From Conftastinople, That the Grand Seignior

_ bas order’d all the Men in the Ottoman Em- 


pire to be number’d trom 20 to 35 Years of 
wAge; and thar he has refolved to carry on the 

ar againit the Emperor and the Czarina with 
the utmoft Vigour. 

That the Count de Bonneval has 3 of the 
New Grand Vizier's Sons with him, to inflruét 
them in the Art of War; and that by the faid 
General's Advice, the Porte has refolved to ad- 
vance 2 Months Pay to its Troops, to en- 
courage them to i Incurfions dising the 
Winter into Hungary. 

That Coionel de Bernclau, whom the Emperor 
fen to Petersburg, with the Plan for the Gpe- 
rations of the lal Campaign, and who carry'd 
it from thence to the Ruffian Army, which he 
accompany’d at, and ever fince, the Siege of 
Oczakow, till its March to Winter Quarters in 
the Ukraine, and then repaired to Nimirow, has 
wrote Word fiom thence to Vienna, that at leat 

$0,000 Men are wanting to recruit the Armies 
under the Generals Munich and Latcty, whom 
the Ruffian Court has not only ifu'd Orders for 
for raifing, but that the fame be augmented by 
30,000 Msn ; that far his Purpofe one Half of 
the Garifons ‘in the Ruffian Empire be reduced ; 
and chat every Thing be ready for opening the 





Campaign in February or March next, at the 
farthett. 

And Letters from Petersburg fay, the Ruffian 
Court has refolved to demand a Free Contri- 
bution from all the C.ergy in their Dominions, 
towards the Charges of the War ; and that ‘tis 
not doubted but that ’ris for this Reaion, a Con- 
vocation is fummoned to Mofcow, of all the 
Archbifhops, Bifhops, Abbats, and Archiman- 
drites of the Ruffian Empire. 

The Rufhan Armies are at prefent in Winter- 
Quarters, and the Velt Marfhal Munich fet out 
from Perevolotzna the 29th of September, in 
order to go to Pultava, to view and put the 
Lines of the Ukraine in fuch a good Condition, 
that they may be defended from the Incurfions 
of the Tartars during the Winter. 

They write fromm Vienna, thar Niffa furren- 
der’d to the Turks on the 11th by Capitulation, 
and that the Imperial Garifon march’d out and 
was conducted with ali the Military Honours to 
Vipalanka : That the Tuiks have made Incur- 
fions within 2 [Leagues of Belgrade ; upon which 
all the Inhabitants of Imperial Servia are fled 
with their belt Eitects, and that many of them 
retir’d for Safety to that Fortref. 

That General Seckendorf has not yet had the 
Honour of waiting on the Emperor, and they 
tell us, that the Aulick Council, ina full Affem- 
bly, fent him an Order from the Emperor, fince 
the Receiptof which he has nor fhirred out of 
his Houfe ; that neverrhelefs he receives Vifits ; 
and tho’ "tis faid the Council is to put feveral 
Queftions to him relating to his Chiet Command 
of the Army in Rungary, his Friends ate of 
Opinion, that he will make it evident, that he 
has not been wanting in his Zeal for the Em- 
peror, ner in his Duty as General in Chief, tho" 
he happen'd to be in tuch Circumftances as hin- 
der’d him from effe¢ting what he had propofed 
for the Glory of his Imperial Majefly’s Arms. 
There's great Talk of General Schmettau, who 
artiving at Belgrade, and hearing that the Em- 
peror had iflued Orders to arreft him there, 
march'd off on a fudden, wichout telling what 
Road he was going ; but he has been fince ar- 
refted, according to fome Advices, at Breflaw 
in Silefia. 

They write from Berlin, that the Death of 
M. Neuman, the famous Chymift lately de- 
ceafed, is very much regretted o the Court and 
by his Pruffian Majefty in particular, who ufed 
to converfe with him about Secrets in that 
Science ; and in who Prefence, as well as in 
that of feveral Noblemen, even fuch as were Ca- 
tholicks, he feveral Times imitated the Miracle 
of St. Januarius at Nuples, with coagulated Blood, 
which he put into a Puia!, and which began to 
liquify and bubble as foon as he put a dead 
Man's Scull near it ; but gave over whenever he 
had a mind to it. 

From Hamburgh, that 12 Fine Horfes from 
England, are gone thro’ Hanover, as a Prejent 
from his Britannick Majefty to the Duke of 
Saxe-Gotha; but it contradicts the Report of 
the Duke’s intended Tour to London. 

The States of Flanders, wo few their Zeal 
for the Emperor, their Sovereign, have agreed 
to advance him 1,650,c00 Fiorins this Year, 
which is 300,c@0 more than the ufuai Subsidy.
